The  Token  and  Medal  Society, 
founded  November  19,  1960  at 
Detroit,  Mich.,  currently  has  two 
official  outlets  of  information  for 
its  members  and  for  other  inter- 
ested collectors  who  are  not  so- 
ciety members 

One  is  the  32-page  quarterly 
magazine,  the  Journal  of  the  To- 
ken and  Medal  Society,  the  other 
being  the  weekly  Token  Page  in 
Coin  World,  which  is  sanctioned- 
by  the  society  and  has  been  pub- 
lished continuously  since  Febru- 
ary 2,  1961. 

From  an  idea  born  in  1952,  T. 
A.M.S.  became  a reality  in  1960 
when  an  organizational  meeting 
was  held  by  a group  of  interested 
persons  in  Detroit  during  the  Cen- 
tral States  Numismatic  Society 
Convention. 

Originally  the  organization  was 
called  The  Society  of  Medal,  To- 
ken and  Obsolete  Paper  Money 
Collectors  but  this  was  changed, 
by  vote  of  the  membership  in  De- 
cember, 1961  to  the  present 
name. 

The  aims  of  T.A.M.S.,  as  ex- 
pressed in  its  charter,  are  to  pro- 
mote and  stimulate  the  study  of 
tokens  and  medals;  to  cultivate 
fraternal  collector  relations;  to  en- 
courage research  and  articles  and 
recordings  pertaining  to  its 
fields;  to  disperse  information  and 
knowledge  in  a society  journal  and 
to  advance  interest  and  prestige 
in  the  field. 

Other  stated  aims  are  to  pro- 
mote meetings  at  conventions;  to 
promote  and  encourage  distinct 
classifications  at  exhibits  and  to 
endeavor  to  determine  values  or 
rarities  in  its  field. 

In  April,  1961,  the  first  T.A.M.S. 
Journal  was  published  and  it  has 
appeared  four  to  six  times  annu- 
ally since  then.  Back  issues  of  the 
Journal  are  available  to  members 
on  a limited  basis  at  $1  per  copy, 
available  from  the  secretary  upon 
request,  with  remittance  accom- 
panying the  request. 

Also  available  are  a few  bronze 
medals,  issued  in  August,  1961, 
commemorating  the  first  annual 
meeting  of  the  society  at  Altanta, 
Ga.  These  sell  to  members  only 
at  $1.50  each  from  the  secretary. 


Aims , Purposes 


The  second  annual  gathering 
was  held  in  Detroit,  Mich,  in  1962, 
with  the  third  slated  for  Denver, 
Colo,  in  connection  with  the  Amer- 
ican Numismatic  Association  Con- 
vention August  7,  to  10. 

The  T.A.M.S.  Journal  is  mailed 
each  member  of  the  society  as 
part  of  his  membership  fees.  It 
accepts  advertising  on  a limited 
basis,  with  information  on  display 
or  classified  ads  being  availa- 
ble from  the  advertising  manager. 

Local  or  area  clubs,  with  inter- 
ests similar  to  those  of  T.A.M.S., 
may  affiliate  as  chartered  clubs 
(non-dues  paying)  or  corporate 
members  (paying  dues.)  Current- 
ly there  are  four  regional  organ- 
izations affiliated  with  T.A.M.S., 
these  being  the  Arizona  Exonu- 
mist  Society,  Chicago  Area  Token 
and  Medal  Society,  New  England 
Exonumist  Society  and  Southern 
California  Exonumist  Society. 

The  society  is  on  record  as  op- 
posing the  whole  idea  of  imita- 
tions of  numismatic  items,  be  they 
known  as  replicas,  copies,  re- 
strikes  or  whatever.  The  possibil- 
ities of  fraud  in  the  eventual 
re-sale  of  these  items  is  inherent 
in  their  existence  and  overpro- 
duction of  imitations  tends  to  les- 
sen the  respect  and  integrity  of 
the  originals. 

Dues  are  payable  annually,  not 
later  than  March  31,  of  each  year. 
Application  for  new  member- 
ship should  be  on  regular  forms 
available  from  the  secretary,  P. 
O.  Box  1122,  Waynesboro,  Va., 
with  remittance  of  $4  to  cover  ini- 
tiation fee  ($1)  and  first  year’s 
dues  ($3.) 

The  Dr.  B.  P.  Wright  Award  if 
given  annually,  in  conjunction 
with  the  A.N.A.  Convention,  to  the 
first  place  winner  in  the  token  di- 
vision of  exhibits.  The  1962  award 
winner  was  Mrs.  Virginia  Culver, 
Los  Altos,  Calif. 

The  society  has  315  charter 
members,  number  315  being  held 
by  nationally-known  Admiral  0. 
H.  Dodson,  past  president  of  A. 
N.A.  and  currently  curator  of 
medals  for  the  A.N.A.  This  315 
more  than  doubled  in  two  years, 
to  over  750  membership  numbers 
having  been  issued  to  the  present.

Chapter  IX  - LOUIS  KOSSUTH  COUNTERS

Since  last  addressing  you,  a number  of  additions  have  been  made  to 
the  list  of  books  available  from  the  library,  as  a result  of 
several  gracious  donations  on  the  part  of  the  membership.  However, 
many  more  equally  generous  donations  will  be  needed  before  we 
attain  a comprehensive  library. 

Your  librarian  has  also  moved  and  is  now  employed  on  the  editorial 
staff  of  the  Numismatic  News  of  Iola,  Wisconsin.  The  move  was  made 
on  March  11  and  all  future  correspondence  should  be  routed  to  my 
new  address:  Post  Office  Box  1914-,  Iola,  Wisconsin. 

Two  very  valuable  additions  arrived  the  same  day,  one  being  the 
Stainsfield  book  on  "The  Tradesmen’s  Tokens  of  the  Australasian 
Colonies"  (printed  in  1888),  and  the  other  being  the  1962  reprint 
of  the  Sandham  book  on  the  "Coins,  Tokens  and  Medals  of  the 
Dominion  of  Canada."  These  volumes  were  donated  by  Mr.  Fawcett  and 
Mr.  Curto,  respectively.

The  lists  of  French 
and  Nuremberg  mintmasters  may  prove  useful  to  collectors 
attempting  to  learn  the  origin  of  jetons  or  counters  in  their 
possession. 

German  rechenpfennig  makers  often  use  a part  or  all  of  their 
last  name  to  sign  a counter,  again  only  initials.  The  dates 
given  by  Drewing  are,  mostly,  dates  of  activity  in  counter- 
making, although  some  are  birth  and  death. )

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CHICAGO’S  EARLY  TOKENS  by 


C.  D.  Peacock 

Collectors  of  the  Hard  Times 
token  series  inevitably  will  come 
across  tokens  of  C.  D.  Peacock, 
jeweler  of  Chicago,  111.,  which 
bear  the  date  1837.  The  tokens  re- 
semble the  Hard  Times  series  in 
style,  showing  on  obverse  a pea- 
cock with  spread  feathers  and  on 
reverse  a clock  face  with  the 
legend,  TIME  IS  MONEY.  This 
latter  is  reminiscent  of  the  Smith 
Clock  issues  of  1837  in  New  York. 

The  first  type  shows  the  pea- 
cock’s head  right  and  has  the  date 
inside  the  circle  around  the  pea- 
cock. The  second  issue  also  bears 
the  peacock  head  right  with  the 
date  outside  the  circle.  A third 
issue  shows  the  peacock  head  left. 

The  first  issue  was  executed  in 
1900,  the  second  in  1902  and  the 
third  in  1906.  The  first  two  issues 
were  produced  by  the  Gorham 
Manufacturing  Co.,  New  York, 
N.Y.,  while  the  third  was  engraved 
by  an  employee  of  Peacock.  1900 
and  1902  issues  occur  in  copper 
and  silver,  1906  issues  in  copper 
only.  The  silver  pieces  were  pres- 
entation items.

Mintage  figures  are  quoted  from 
L.  H.  Low’s  “Hard  Times  Tokens” 
and  are  considered  accurate  as 
they  were  contemporary  with  the 
strikings;  the  date  1837  refers  to 
the  date  that  Elijah  Peacock 
founded  the  jewelry  firm.

BRITISH  TRANSPORTATION  TOKENS 
By  Howard  Linecar,  London,  England 
( Contd  fr  pg  19,  Vol  III) 

Naturally,  I have  to  omit  telling  you  a tremendous  number  of  in- 
teresting things  which  happened  while  the  various  parts  of  the 
Brittania  Bridge  were  under  construction.  Lat  us  now  for  the 
moment  consider  that  we  are  standing  on  the  shores  of  the  Menai 
Strait  on  the  19th  June  l81p9 • Prom  the  Brittania  rock,  central 
pier  of  the  bridge,  now  towers  to  a height  of  230  feet,  the  two 
side  peirs  being  slightly  lower  for  the  sake  of  proportion. 

Additional  height  was  necessary  in  order  to  house  the  hydraulic 
gear  for  lifting  the  tubes.  Arrangements  were  made  to  float  the 
first  tube,  that  designed  for  the  up-line,  on  the  Anglesey  side  of 
the  Brittania  Tower.  No  civil  undertaking  of  such  magnitude  had 
ever  been  attempted  and  the  occasion  was  reminiscent  of  the  scenes 
which  had  marked  the  raising  of  the  first  chain  of  Telford’s 
bridge  2l±  years  before.  The  same  crowds  thronged  both  shores  and 
the  same  cannon  stood  ready  to  sound  the  salute  to  the  victorious 
engineers . 

The  decks  of  the  three  great  tubes  remaining  along  the  Caernarvon 
shore,  that  is  to  say,  the  timber  platforms  on  which  the  tubes 
had  been  put  together,  had  been  converted  into  s grandstand  which 
was  packed  with  spectators,  while  on  the  Anglesey  side  a special 
stand  had  been  erected  for  the  Chester  and  Holyhead  Company  direc- 
tors. Alongside  Robert  Stephenson  stood  Brunei,  the  colorful 
engineer  of  the  Great  Western  railway,  cigar  in  mouth  as  always 
and  Stephenson’s  other  great  contemporary,  Joseph  Locke. 

With  breathless  anxiety,  the  waited  for  the  signal  to  start.  At 
six  o’clock  Stephenson  gave  the  long  awaited  signal  to  start, 

"cut  away."  The  result  was  an  anti-climax.  Owing  to  the  over- 
enthusiasm on  the  part  of  its  crew,  the  capstan  of  one  of  the 
pontoons  gave  away  and  there  was  no  alternative  but  bring  the  tube 
home  and  postpone  operations  until  the  following  day. 

On  the  following  day,  the  strong  breeze  was  blowing  down  the  strait 
and  the  tide  was  flowing  so  swiftly  that  it  defeated  all  the  efforts 
that  were  made  to  get  the  hauling  lines  laid  out.  It  was  not  until 
7:30  p#m»  that  it  was  possible  to  make  a start  floating  the  tube 
into  the  strait.  There  was  still  a stiff  southwesterly  breeze  and 
a strong  tide,  but  Robert  Stephenson  decided  to  float,  and  once 
more  gave  the  signal  "cut  away." 

At  last  the  patient  spectators  were  rewarded  by  the  sight  of  the 
great  tube  riding  slowly  out  into  the  tideway.  As  it  felt  the  pull 
of  the  wind  and  the  current,  it  began  to  gather  momentum  with 
alarming  rapidity.  Stephenson  ordered  screw  cables  stoppers  to  be

applied  to  check  the  speed,  but  one  of  the  stoppers  failed  to  grip 
and  then  an  8 inch  cable  snapped  like  a thread.  For  several  tense 
minutes  it  seemed  to  the  silent  crowd  that  the  engineers  were 
losing  their  precious  hold  over  their  monster  and  that  1500  tons 
of  weight  would  be  swept  away  to  irretrievable  disaster. 

The  success  of  the  whole  operation  depended  upon  guiding  the 
Anglesey  end  of  the  tube  so  that  it  would  butt  against  the  base  of 
the  Anglesey  pier.  Once  safely  lodged  there,  it  could  be  swung  on 
its  fixed  bearing  until  its  other  end  went  home  beneath  the 
Brittania  Tower.  The  crucial  task  of  guiding  the  tube  into  its 
correct  position  had  been  allotted  to  foreman  Rolph  who  was  in 
charge  of  the  capstan  on  the  Anglesey  shore.  From  this  capstan  a 
12  inch  cable  ran  to  a block  on  the  end  of  the  tube  and  from  this 
to  a carefully  fixed  mark. 

At  the  critical  moment,  there  was  disaster.  The  end  of  the  tube 
swung  too  far  and  as  Rolph’ s men  tried  to  check  it,  the  coils  of 
the  cable  overran  and  jammed  the  capstan.  At  once  the  capstan  was 
torn  from  its  foundations,  all  the  men  were  thrown  down,  and  some 
of  them  were  thrown  by  the  capstan  bars  into  the  sea.  Rolph  seized 
the  cable  and  began  to  stagger  with  it  up  the  shore,  shouting  as 
he  did  so  for  help  from  the  watching  crowds.  Men  grabbed  the  cable 
and  pulled  as  they  had  never  pulled  before. 

Never  was  there  so  dramatic  a tug-of-war.  It  must  have  seemed  to 
those  who  witnessed  it  that  puny  human  muscles  alone  could  never 
hope  to  gain  control  over  the  iron  hulk  which  was  swinging 
relentlessly  on  the  tide..  Yet  sheer  weight  of  numbers  prevailed. 

At  the  first,  the  struggling,  shouting  snake  of  humanity  was 
dragged  irresistably  forward  towards  the  sea.  Then  it  checked, 
held  fast  on  the  seas’s  edge  and  finally,  amid  deafening  cheers, 
and  cries  of  encouragement,  slowly  fighting  for  each  foothold, 
began  to  move  back.  Immediately  the  great  tube  checked  its  career 
and  drew  back  also  and  then  began  to  swing  majestically  towards 
the  appointed  place. 

At  last,  with  a thunderous  reverberation,  it  struck  the  base  of  the 
Anglesey  Pier  and  the  battle  was  over.  At  once  the  Caernarvon 
capstan  swung  into  action  and  in  a few  minutes  the  other  end  of  the 
tube  was  drawn  safely  home  under  the  Brittania  Tower,  The  cannon 
fired  their  salute,  the  band  struck  up  and  the  crowd  cheered. 

"Now,”  remarked  Robert  Stephenson  to  Brunei,  "I  shall  go  to  bed." 

But  he  was  up  again  early  next  morning  and  was  to  be  seen  sitting 
alone  of  companions  on  the  high  staging  of  the  Anglesey  Pier 
gazing  down  upon  the  great  tube  below  and  contentedly  puffing  a 
cigar  in  the  height  of  the  June  sunshine.  To  a friend  who  had  said 
to  him  the  night  before,  "this  great  work  has  made  you  ten  years 
older,"  he  admitted  that  he  had  not  slept  for  three  weeks.  But  now 
the  tension  was  relaxed;  he  felt  certain  the  success  which,  after 
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the  failure  of  the  Dee  Bridge,  meant  so  much  to  him. 

Through  the  rest  of  June  and  July  the  tube  lay  low  over  the  water 
while  the  lifting  tackle  from  the  towers  was  prepared.  The  raising 
of  it  into  position  was  fought  without  disaster  and  it  was  not 
until  October  13  that  the  tube  reached  its  full  height.  The  second 
tube  was  floated  on  December  6 and  was  raised  to  its  place  in  January, 
1850.  When  it  was  placed  in  position,  it  was  possible  to  open  a 
single  line  of  way  across  the  strait.  On  March  5 Robert  Stephenson 
drove  the  last  rivet. 

The  first  train  then  crossed  the  bridge  and  on  March  18  the  bridge 
was  opened  to  the  public  traffic.  The  remaining  tubes  were  floated 
into  place  and  this  work  occupied  the  whole  of  the  following 
summer.  By  October  19,  1850,  both  lines  of  the  iron  road  to 
Holyhead  were  completed.  To  commemorate  this  engineering  triumph, 
and  to  symbolize  the  strength  of  the  bridge,  four  huge  couchant 
lions  executed  by  a Victorian  sculptor  were  placed  at  the  bridge 
approaches.  An  on  the  question  of  strength,  it  must  be  remembered 
that  this  bridge  was  constructed  to  carry  what  we  would  call, 
nowadays,  nothing  more  than  toy  trains. 

The  fact  that  it  has  stood  for  over  100  years  and  is  now  carrying 
trains,  of  which  the  engine  alone  may  weigh  something  over  100 
tons,  is  truly  a tribute  to  the  engineering  genius  of  Robert 
Stephenson  and  his  contemporaries.  As  a point  of  interest,  the 
success  of  this  bridge  and  of  the  Conway  Bridge,  encouraged  Robert 
Stephenson  to  design  other  tubular  bridges,  two  for  the  Alexandria 
and  Cairo  railway  and  the  greatest  of  all,  the  Victoria  tubular 
bridge  over  the  river  St.  Lawrence  in  Montreal,  Canada. 

In  giving  you  this  very  short  account  of  the  erection  of  the 
remarkable  structure,  I have  been  quoting  freely  from  L.  T.  C. 

Rolfs  very  interesting  book,  ’’George  and  Robert  Stephenson.’’ 
Something  of  the  size  of  the  Victoria  Bridge  in  Canada  to  which  I 
have  just  referred,  can  be  gleaned  from  the  next  medal  in  this 
discourse. 

It  makes  some  attempt  to  show  the  immense  length,  which  dwarfs  the 
Brittania  Bridge,  though  not  in  the  majesty  of  its  construction.  I 
draw  your  attention  also  to  a Director’s  pass  for  the  Chester  and 
Holyhead  railway  which  is  dated  l8l|lj..  That  is  to  say,  slightly 
before  the  events  just  discussed. 

While  we  are  on  the  subject  of  bridges,  let  us  consider  them  for 
a moment.  We  have  already  seen  that  Telford  had  erected  two 
suspension  bridges  across  the  Conway  and  the  Menai,  and  we  have 
also  seen  that,  due  to  a previous  disaster,  Stephenson  was  forced 
into  building  two  railway  structures  of  immense  strength  which  are, 
today,  carrying  weights  far  in  excess  of  those  for  which  they  were 
originally  designed.

Ever  since  the  publication  of  the  article  of  the  same  title  in  the 
July  1961  Journal,  It  has  been  ray  desire  to  expand  and  refine  the 
data  presented  so  that  a more  complete  listing  of  the  merchant 
cards  of  the  Hard  Times  Era  could  be  presented. 

The  March  16,  1961  Coin  World  carried  ray  first  effort  in  this 
direction  and  the  February  23,  1962  edition  carried  a table  of  the 
then-known  varieties  which  I had  composed.  A missing  key  in  the 
whole  attempt,  though,  was  the  inaccurate  data  on  the  diesinkers 
Wright,  Bale  and  Smith  on  which  certain  of  my  dating  conclusions 
were  based. 

I have  used  (along  with  many  of  ray  peers.  I’m  afraid)  Richard  D. 
Kenney's  "Early  American  Medalists  and  Diesinkers,"  Coin  Collectors 
Journal,  New  York,  as  a basis  for  much  of  the  data.  This  was 
proven  erroneous  by  the  article  I wrote  in  the  March  15,  1963  Coin 
World  and  was  based  on  the  research  of  Miss  Sarah  E.  Freeman, 
Curator  of  Numismatics  at  Johns  Hopkins*  John  Work  Garrett  Library 
in  Baltimore,  Md. 

Readers  are  commended  to  this  analysis  of  the  true  dates  involved 
in  the  W&B  and  B&S  firms,  and  Miss  Freeman  has  aided  materially  in 
our  efforts  to  codify  the  HT  cards. 

After  careful  study  of  the  previous  data  presented,  we  have  decided 
that  a full  relisting  of  the  data  is  indicated,  both  to  correct 
errata  and  to  present  to  TAMS  members  who  have  joined  since  July, 
1961,  the  full  tabular  listings.  The  same  basic  format  is  used  but 
cross-reference  to  other  listings  is  presented  and  historical 
notations  are  occasionally  used. 

None  of  the  cards  listed  by  Lyman  H.  Low  in  his  "Hard  Times  Tokens" 
are  listed  here,  but  as  will  be  shown,  all  the  listed  cards  are 
clearly  from  the  Hard  Times  era,  which  we  choose  to  define  as 
1831  to  lSIpLj.  rather  than  Low's  1833  to  I8I4I4.. 

Pseudo-Low  numbers  have  been  assigned  which  agree  with  the  previous 
TAMS  Journal  and  Coin  World  supplements  - thus  no  renumbering  is 
necessary.  Prices  are  given  based  on  experience  of  the  author  and 
a panel  of  contributors  in  the  society.  They  are  intended  as  a 
guide  only  and  we  welcome  any  comments  on  valuations,  realizing 
that  this  is  a difficult  area  when  dealing  with  tokens.
